Montevideo, Minn., Oct. 
31.— F our 
stockm en from 
M ontana and South 
Dakota were killed, two injured so 
seriously th a t th ere is slight ch ance 
of their recovery and an eng ineer and 
fireman badly crippled one mile west 
of this city when section 4 of the Mil­ 
waukee 
road’s 
eastbound 
passen ger 
No. ti from Butte, Mont., crashed into 
the rear end of th e stock train as it 
was endeavoring to back on th e siding 
to let the p assen ger by. T he dead are: 
William It. Hill, Miles City, Mont.; 
T hom as 
Hill, 
Miles 
City, 
Mont.; 
George Leper, H osm er, S. D.; J. D. 
Dechtee, G reenw ay, S. D 
George 
Kahseld, Aberdeen, 
S. 
I)., 
and 
W illiam 
Downing, 
Miles 
City, 
Mont., are not expected to live. 
en g in ee r T a t P a rk e r and F irem an 
S tickler of the passenger saw the tail 
lights of the stock caboose and jum ped 
in tim e to save th eir lives. 
Both were 
injured. 
Six stockm en com ing east with the 
trainload of cattle w ere asleep in the 
caboose 
when 
the 
passeng er 
bore 
down upon it and four were killed out 
right. 
Two, G eorge Kahseld of A ber­ 
deen and W illiam Downing of Miles 
City, Mont., m anaged to crawl from 
the m ass of flaming, tw isted steel and 
iron, more dead than alive, and are 
frightfully burned and injured. 
They 
are not e x i s t e d to live. 
The force of 
th e im pact com pletely sh attered th e 
caboose, derailed the tw o cars of c a t­ 
tle ahead of it and toppled the engine 
of the passenger train over sidew ays 
across the track on top of the w reck­ 
age. 
Bodies Burned to a Crisp. 


F ire started 
and 
before rescuers 
could get at the bodies of the four 
m en 
buried 
b eneath 
the 
m ass 
of 
(lames they w ere burned to a crisp. 
Two ears of cattle were also burned 
before the tire d e p artm e n t of the city 
got to the scene. 
T he scene as related by the train 
crew and passengers was most te r ri­ 
ble. 
Had it not been for the willing 
work of every one on the passenger 
and the prompt arrival of the firemen 
the entire trainload of cattle would 
probably have been consum ed. 
Box 
cars on nearby track s were licked up 
by the hungry Haines and in order to 
save the passenger coaches they w ere 
uncoupled and pushed back by p as­ 
seng ers and m em b ers of 
the 
train 
crew. 
Tho ch arred rem ains of the 
men burned to d eath were recovered. 
No positive identification is possi­ 
ble. but it is believed that the unfor­ 
tu n a te men were W illiam B. Hill and 
T hom as Hill. his son. of Miles City, 
Mont.. George Leper of H osmer, S. D., 
and J. D. Dechtee of G reenway, S. D. 
T he M ontevideo fire departm ent suc­ 
ceeded 
in extinguishing the flames. 
Doctors and surgeons were rushed to 
the scene and ev erythin g possible was 
d q ee for the injured, who later were 
rem oved to this city. 
The cause of 
th e accident is unknown.

Vast crow ds be­ 
sieged the doors at an early hour and, 
unable to secure en try, assem bled in 
the square and waited for hours in 
the rain to learn the outcome. 
Carried away by his passion S atu r­ 
day the prem ier, defending the* atti­ 
tude of tile governm ent in su ppress­ 
ing 
tile railw ay 
strike, exclaim ed: 
“ Had the actual laws of the country 
not been sufficient I would not have 
hesitated to resort 
even to 
illegal 
m easures for the purpose of preserv­ 
ing Hie fatherland." 


R e m a rk s Misunderstood. 


Following M. Reynaud, who ju sti­ 
fied the prem ier’s words by til** axiom 
that a great national crisis would ju s­ 
tify the neglect of legal scruples, M. 
B riand mounted the tribune, silence 
tailing over the house. 
He declared 
that 
ills rem ark s of 
S atu rday had 
been entirely m isunderstood, because 
the Socialistic fury and disorder had

STEEL CARS IN VOGUE. 


Strange as It M a y Seem, T h ey W e igh 
Less T han W ooden Ones. 
T he first lot of all steel suburban 
cooches 
built 
for 
the 
P enn sy lvan ia 
R ailroad com pany has ju s t been re­ 
ceived. 
T hese cars h av e been sent to 
New York, w here they will be used in 
the suburban service out of the new 
Pennsylvania station. 
The new all steel sub urb an coaches 
are fifty-four feet long. seating eighty- 
tw o people. 
T hrough special designs 
which have been used the w eight of 
the car has been materially lessened 
as compared with tile wooden coaches, 
the latter carrying 1,510 pounds of 
dead weight for each passenger, while 
the new steel sub urb an coach carries 
only 1.078 pounds of dead w eight per 
passenger. 
The suburban coaches have vestibule 
ends anil are made entirely fireproof. 
H eavy steel girders running from end 
to end are calculated to resist any 
shock in collision. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
railroad system 
will shortly have available for use on 
its lines east and west of P ittsb urg 
and Erie LONS solid steel passenger 
equipm ent ears. 


T hese new feature® were taken up at

Mr. P erk in s spoke with pride 
of the opportunity the United S tates 
Motor com pany recently gave its 12.- 
000 em ployes to purchase the 
p re­ 
ferred stock of the com pany on the 
in stalm ent plan. 
He spoke of the suc­ 
cess 
of the 
profit-sharing plan 
as 
adopted by the U nited S tates Steel 
corporation and th e International H a r­ 
vest! r company, both Morgan e n te r­ 
prises and g reat industrial leaders. 
"Let us see and accept the tendency 
of tin* tim es,” he said. 
"Lei* us who 
are in business be fair with the i>eo- 
ple and the people will be fair with us. 
Let us realize our responsibilities, and 
our problem s will be far easier of solu­ 
tion. 
T he em ployes of great corpora­ 
tions should rem em b er that such con­ 
cerns are m ore nearly public concerns 
than private property.” 
Mr. P erkins is of the opinion that 
the A m erican future has its choice of 
three m ethods: 
F irst—Co-operation through the me­ 
dium of corporations, with federal reg 
ulation and control. 
Second—G overnm ent ow nership and 
m anagem ent. 
T hird— Socialism. 


SOUTH DAKOTA DIVORCE VOID 


District of C olu m b ia Judge 
Declares 


Decree of No Effect. 
W ashington, Oct. 31.— Divorce de­ 
crees gran ted in South Dakota are not 
"legal te n d e r” in the District of Co­ 
lumbia, according to a decision 
by 
Justice Stafford 
in

prem e court. 
T he p articular decree of 
divorce which the justice declared in­ 
valid in the national capital was ob­ 
tained by Milton

Davis, 
who in 
April, 1907. went to South Dakota, in 
D ecem ber got his divorce and three 
w eeks later was m arried again. 
T he 
form er Mrs. Davis—if she really is no 
longer a legal w ife—brought suit for 
absolute divorce and alimony The an 
swer m ade to tho petition was that 
Davis had already secured a divorce 
T he court held th at as Davis had 
"deserted his wife and left this ju ris­ 
diction, it follows th at the court of 
South D akota has no jurisdiction over 
her and no right to hind her by its de­ 
cree.” 
W herefore hi 
ordered Davis 
to pay alim ony and to m ake provision 
for the support of the child by bis 
form er m arriage

versy at length from the viewpoint of 
the logging concerns and holds that 
Deitz was in the w rong.

The young lawyer and the 
sheriff became goi*l 
friends. 
They 
dined together, and the sheriff, acting 
as host. escorted the visitor about the 
city.
